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MAP  ADDENDUM 

DEFINITIONS  FOR  MANAGEMENT  PRIORITY  AREAS 
IDENTIFIED  ON  ALTERNATIVE  MAPS 


Management  Priority  Areas  are  geographic  zones 
that  are  unique,  significant  or  unusually  suited  for 
development,  management,  protection  or  use  of  a 
particular  resource.  These  lands  were  initially  identi¬ 
fied  for  each  resource  and  were  then  overlaid  in  dif¬ 
ferent  sequences  based  on  the  objectives  of  each 
alternative.  The  resulting  products  are  the  alterna¬ 
tive  maps.  They  show  different  areas  that  will  be 
managed  for  different  priorities.  As  with  any  zoning 
process,  the  lands  will  not  be  managed  exclusively 
for  the  priority  resource,  but  for  other  compatible 
uses  as  well.  These  compatible  uses,  and  uses  that 
are  incompatible  and  are  therefore  excluded,  are  in¬ 
dicated  below  for  each  management  priority  area. 


These  descriptions  and  the  alternative  maps  should 
be  used  in  conjunction  with  the  alternative  narra¬ 
tives  describing  different  management  practices  in 
Chapter  III. 

Table  MA-1  shows  the  size  of  each  of  the  man¬ 
agement  priority  areas  described  below  prior  to  the 
conflict  resolution  process  for  each  alternative,  and 
the  resulting  size  of  each  management  priority  area 
for  each  alternative  after  the  conflict  resolution 
process.  The  table  also  indicates  the  percent  of  all 
BLM-administered  lands  within  the  planning  area 
covered  by  each  management  priority  area  both 
before  and  after  conflict  resolution.  The  table 
should  be  used. 
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MANAGEMENT  PRIORITY  AREAS 


MANDATORY  PROTECTION  AREAS 

These  are  areas  of  wildlife  habitat  and  cultural  re¬ 
source  values  where  special  management  is  re¬ 
quired  by  laws  and  regulations.  No  surface  occu¬ 
pancy  stipulations  would  be  required  for  critical 
raptor  habitats  and  the  Duck  Creek  Wickiups  site 
which  is  currently  listed  on  the  National  Register  of 
Historic  Places.  Seasonal  restrictions  would  be 
placed  on  bald  eagle  important  use  areas  and 
raptor  buffer  zones.  Restrictions  would  be  placed  to 
maintain  water  quality  and  quantity  conditions  in  the 
White  River. 

Other  resource  uses  would  be  allowed,  provided 
they  do  not  significantly  interfere  with  these  re¬ 
source  values. 


Compatible  Uses 

Uses  that  could  occur  on  these  lands  are: 

Wildlife  --  Wildlife  use  would  be  permitted.  Limi¬ 
tations  would  be  applied  on  actions  or  projects  oc¬ 
curring  in  the  areas. 

Recreation  -  Development  of  recreational  sites 
would  be  allowed  except  where  they  conflicted  with 
the  mandatory  protection  areas. 

Visual  --  Sensitive  visual  areas  would  be  protect¬ 
ed  and  are  fully  compatible  with  mandatory  protec¬ 
tion  areas. 

Rare  and  Sensitive  Plants  -  Limitations  would 
be  applied  on  actions  or  projects  occurring  in  priori¬ 
ty  areas. 

Wild  Horses  --  Wild  horse  use  would  be  permit¬ 
ted.  Projects  would  not  be  permitted  in  any  no  sur¬ 
face  occupancy  area.  Limitations  would  be  applied 
on  actions  or  projects  occurring  in  the  other  identi¬ 
fied  areas. 

Livestock  Grazing  --  Livestock  grazing  would  be 
permitted  except  within  the  fenced  wickiup  area. 
Projects  would  not  be  permitted  in  any  no  surface 
occupancy  area.  Limitations  would  be  applied  on 
actions  or  projects  occurring  in  the  other  identified 
areas. 

Soils  --  Projects  would  not  be  allowed  in  the  no 
surface  occupancy  areas.  Limitations  would  be  ap¬ 
plied  on  other  actions  occurring  in  these  areas. 

Cultural  --  Sensitive  cultural  resources  would  be 
protected.  Intensive  management  such  as  excava¬ 
tion  of  interpretive  facilities  may  be  restricted  or 
prohibited. 

Paleontological  --  Paleontological  resources 
would  be  protected. 


Forestry  -  Intensive  management  actions  or 
timber  product  sales  would  not  be  allowed  in  no 
surface  occupancy  areas.  Limitations  would  be  ap¬ 
plied  on  actions  or  sales  occurring  in  the  other 
identified  areas. 

Major  Linear  Rights-of-way  --  Electrical  trans¬ 
mission  lines  would  be  allowed  provided  that  they 
are  not  a  detriment  to  the  protected  resource.  No 
surface  occupancy  and/or  seasonal  restrictions 
would  be  applied  on  all  right-of-way  actions. 

Oil  Shale  -  Multimineral  —  Leasing  for 
multimineral  recovery  would  be  allowed  for  under¬ 
ground  mining.  Leasing  for  multimineral  recovery  by 
open  pit  methods  would  not  be  allowed.  No  surface 
occupancy  and  seasonal  restrictions  would  apply. 

Oil  Shale  -  Underground  --  Leasing  of  oil  shale 
minerals  would  not  be  allowed  unless  no  surface 
occupancy  and  seasonal  restrictions  are  stipulated 
in  the  lease  and  it  is  ensured  that  mining  activities 
would  not  damage  the  surface  environment  in  any 
manner. 

Coal  -  Underground  --  Leasing  of  coal  minerals 
for  underground  mining  would  not  be  allowed 
unless  no  surface  occupancy  and  seasonal  restric¬ 
tions  stipulated  in  the  lease  and  it  is  ensured  that 
mining  activities  would  not  damage  the  surface  en¬ 
vironment  in  any  manner. 

Oil  and  Gas  --  Leasing  of  oil  and  gas  resources 
within  this  MPA  would  not  be  allowed  unless  no 
surface  occupancy  and  seasonal  restrictions  stipu¬ 
lated  in  the  lease. 


Excluded  Uses 

Oil  Shale  -  Open  Pit  --  Leasing  of  oil  shale  min¬ 
erals  for  open  pit  development  would  not  be  al¬ 
lowed. 

Coal  -  Surface  -  Leasing  of  coal  resources  for 
surface  development  would  not  be  allowed. 

Sand  and  Gravel  -  Sales  of  mineral  materials 
would  not  be  allowed  in  no  surface  occupancy 
areas.  Seasonal  restrictions  would  be  applied  as 
appropriate. 

Community  Expansion  --  Land  title  transfers  by 
sale,  lease  or  R&PP  actions  for  community  expan¬ 
sion  would  not  be  allowed. 


WILDLIFE 


Intensive  management  practices  would  be  imple¬ 
mented  in  these  management  priority  areas  to  pro¬ 
vide  the  necessary  habitat  factors  to  achieve  the 
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wildlife  population  objectives.  Other  land  uses 
would  be  permitted,  provided  they  do  not  conflict 
with  management  practices  and  wildlife  habitat 
values. 


Compatible  Uses 

Uses  that  could  occur  on  these  lands  are: 

Recreation  --  Developed  recreation  sites  could 
occur,  provided  that  they  did  not  interfere  with  wild¬ 
life  habitat  values. 

Visual  -  Protection  would  be  provided  for  visual¬ 
ly  sensitive  areas. 

Rare  and  Sensitive  Plants  -  Management  of 
rare  and  sensitive  plants  would  continue  provided  it 
does  not  conflict  with  wildlife  use  or  wildlife  man¬ 
agement  practices. 

Wild  Horses  --  Wild  horse  use  would  continue 
provided  forage  competition  with  wildlife  does  not 
occur.  Wild  horse  management  practices  would  be 
designed  to  also  enhance  wildlife  habitat  values. 

Livestock  Grazing  --  Livestock  grazing  would 
occur  provided  forage  competition  with  wildlife  does 
not  occur.  Livestock  grazing  management  practices 
would  be  designed  to  also  enhance  wildlife  habitat 
values. 

Soils  --  Soils  would  be  managed  to  reduce  ero¬ 
sion  and  maintain  site  productivity. 

Cultural  --  Significant  cultural  resources  would  be 
protected  in  wildlife  areas.  Intensive  cultural  re¬ 
source  management  could  occur  as  long  as  it  did 
not  interfere  with  wildlife  habitat  values. 

Paleontological  Resources  --  Paleontological 
resources  would  be  protected. 

Forestry  --  Forest  management  practices  would 
be  allowed.  These  practices  would  be  designed  to 
also  enhance  wildlife  habitat  values. 

Major  Linear  Rights-of-Way  -  Permitting  of 
major  transmission  and  transportation  rights-of-way 
would  be  allowed  with  stipulations  to  mitigate  for 
the  loss  of  wildlife  habitat.  In  areas  where  mitigation 
is  not  practical,  the  corridor  would  be  rerouted  if 
possible  or  not  allowed. 

Oil  Shale  -  Multimineral  -  Leasing  for 
multimineral  recovery  would  be  allowed  for  under¬ 
ground  mining.  Leasing  for  multimineral  recovery  by 
open  pit  methods  would  not  be  permitted. 

Oil  Shale  -  Underground  -  Leasing  of  oil  shale 
resources  for  underground  mining  would  be  allowed 
within  the  wildlife  priority  area.  Stipulations  would 
be  added  to  the  lease  to  protect  or  mitigate  im¬ 
pacts  to  wildlife  habitat. 


Coal  -  Underground  --  Leasing  of  coal  re¬ 
sources  for  underground  mining  would  be  allowed 
within  the  wildlife  priority  area.  Stipulations  would 
be  added  to  the  lease  to  protect  or  mitigate  im¬ 
pacts  to  the  wildlife  habitat. 

Oil  and  Gas  --  Leasing  of  oil  and  gas  resources 
would  be  allowed  within  the  wildlife  priority  area 
with  stipulations  to  protect  or  mitigate  losses  of 
wildlife  habitat.  If  mitigation  is  not  feasible  then 
leases  would  be  issued  with  a  no  surface  occupan¬ 
cy  stipulation. 

Excluded  Uses 

The  following  uses  would  not  be  allowed  on  wildlife 
potential  lands: 

Oil  Shale  -  Open  Pit  -  Additional  leasing  of  oil 
shale  resources  for  open  pit  mining  would  not  be 
allowed,  except  for  an  extension  of  Tract  C-a. 

Coal  -  Surface  --  Leasing  of  coal  resources  for 
surface  mining  would  not  be  allowed. 

Sand  and  Gravel  -  Mineral  material  sales  would 
not  be  allowed. 

Community  Expansion  --  Community  expansion 
would  not  be  allowed  within  the  wildlife  manage¬ 
ment  priority  area  unless  mitigation  could  take 
place  that  would  offset  the  loss  of  wildlife  habitat. 


RECREATION 


Recreation  management  priority  areas  would 
consist  of  public  lands  along  major  access  routes, 
along  the  White  River,  lands  which  contain  wildlife 
concentration  areas,  and  hunter  camp  concentra¬ 
tion  areas.  These  areas  would  be  actively  managed 
for  the  safety  and  convenience  of  the  public. 

Other  uses  would  be  allowed  in  these  areas  if 
they  did  not  interfere  with  recreation  management 
objectives. 

Compatible  Uses 

Uses  that  could  occur  on  these  lands  are: 

Wildlife  --  Management  of  this  resource  is  fully 
compatible  with  recreation  management  practices 
and  objectives. 

Visual  -  Visual  resources  would  be  protected. 

Rare  and  Sensitive  Plants  --  Management  prac¬ 
tices  would  be  allowed  provided  they  do  not  ad¬ 
versely  impact  recreation  values. 
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Wild  Horses  --  Management  of  this  resource  is 
fully  compatible  with  recreation  management  prac¬ 
tices  and  objectives. 

Livestock  Grazing  -  Management  of  this  re¬ 
source  is  fully  compatible  with  recreation  manage¬ 
ment  practices  and  objectives. 

Soils  --  Management  of  this  resource  is  fully 
compatible  with  recreation  management  practices 
and  objectives. 

Cultural  --  Significant  cultural  resources  would  be 
protected.  In  some  cases,  sites  would  be  managed 
for  their  interpretive  value. 

Paleontological  Resources  --  Paleontological 
resources  would  be  protected. 

Forestry  -  Forest  management  practices  would 
be  allowed.  Certain  practices  would  be  limited  to 
protect  recreation  values. 

Major  Linear  Rights-of-Way  --  Major  actions 
such  as  utility  and  transportation  would  be  allowed 
as  long  as  visual  contrast  rating  requirements  could 
be  met.  Potential  recreation  sites  would  be  avoided. 

Oil  Shale  -  Multimineral  --  Leasing  for 
multimineral  recovery  would  be  allowed  for  under¬ 
ground  mining  with  stipulations  of  no  surface  occu¬ 
pancy  to  protect  the  surface  environment.  Leasing 
for  multimineral  recovery  by  open  pit  mining  would 
not  be  allowed. 

Oil  Shale  -  Underground  --  Leasing  of  oil  shale 
resources  for  underground  mining  would  be  allowed 
within  this  priority  area.  No  surface  occupancy  stip¬ 
ulations  would  be  added  to  the  lease  to  protect 
recreation  sites. 

Coal  -  Underground  --  Leasing  of  coal  re¬ 
sources  for  underground  mining  would  be  allowed 
within  this  priority  area.  No  surface  occupancy  stip¬ 
ulations  would  be  added  to  the  lease  to  protect  the 
recreation  sites. 

Oil  and  Gas  --  Leasing  of  oil  and  gas  resources 
would  be  allowed  with  stipulations  to  restrict  devel¬ 
opment  during  seasons  not  coinciding  with  recrea¬ 
tion  use.  Reclamation  would  emphasize  and  sup¬ 
port  recreation  use  if  necessary.  If  stipulation  is  not 
adequate  to  protect  the  recreation  resource  then 
the  leases  would  be  used  with  no  surface  occupan¬ 
cy  in  those  areas. 

Community  Expansion  -  Land  title  transfers  by 
sale  or  R&PP  actions  would  be  allowed  if  the  com¬ 
munity  expansion  type  use  benefits  the  purpose  of 
the  recreation  priority  area.  Community  expansion 
for  business,  industrial  development,  housing  and 
sanitary  landfills  would  not  be  allowed. 


Excluded  Uses 

The  following  uses  would  not  be  allowed  within 
recreation  potential  lands: 

Oil  Shale  -  Open  Pit  -  Leasing  of  oil  shale  re¬ 
sources  for  open  pit  mining  would  not  be  allowed 
within  the  recreation  priority  lands. 

Coal  -  Surface  --  Leasing  of  coal  resources  for 
surface  mining  would  not  be  allowed  within  the 
recreation  priority  lands. 

Sand  and  Gravel  --  Mineral  material  sales  would 
not  be  allowed. 


VISUAL 


Visual  priority  areas  are  areas  identified  as  Class 
II  in  the  visual  resource  inventory  on  file  in  the 
White  River  Resource  Area  office.  These  are  areas 
of  special  concern  because  of  their  inherent  scenic 
values  and/or  sensitivity  due  to  their  location  along 
major  travel  routes.  Protection  and  maintenance  of 
visual  quality  would  be  achieved  through  the  impo¬ 
sition  of  restrictions  on  other  resource  uses  or  ac¬ 
tivities  to  reduce  the  degree  of  contrast  with  the 
surrounding  landscape. 

Compatible  Uses 

Uses  that  could  occur  on  these  lands  are: 

Wildlife  --  Wildlife  management  practices  would 
be  allowed.  Certain  practices  would  be  limited  to 
meet  contrast  rating  requirements. 

Recreation  --  Development  of  recreation  sites 
would  be  allowed  subject  to  meeting  contrast  rating 
requirements. 

Rare  and  Sensitive  Plants  -  Management  of 
this  resource  is  fully  compatible  with  visual  resource 
management  practices. 

Wild  Horses  --  Wild  horse  management  prac¬ 
tices  would  be  allowed  provided  they  meet  contrast 
rating  requirements. 

Livestock  Grazing  --  Livestock  grazing  and 
range  management  practices  would  be  allowed  pro¬ 
vided  they  meet  contrast  rating  requirements. 

Soils  -  Management  of  this  resource  is  fully 
compatible  with  visual  resource  management  prac¬ 
tices. 

Cultural  --  Management  of  cultural  resources 
would  be  allowed.  Any  excavation  or  site  interpreta¬ 
tion  would  be  subject  to  meeting  contrast  rating  re¬ 
quirements. 
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Paleontological  Resources  -  Paleontological 
resources  would  be  protected. 

Forestry  --  Forest  management  practices  would 
be  allowed.  Certain  practices  would  be  limited  to  fa¬ 
cilitate  contrast  rating  requirements. 

Major  Linear  Rights-of-Way  --  Permitting  trans¬ 
mission  lines  and  transportation  roads  would  be  al¬ 
lowed  if  contrast  rating  requirements  could  be  met. 

Oil  Shale  -  Multimineral  --  Leasing  for 
multimineral  recovery  would  be  allowed  for  under¬ 
ground  mining  but  not  for  open  pit  development. 
Stipulations  would  be  added  to  the  lease  to  protect 
or  mitigate  impacts  to  visual  resources. 

Oil  Shale  -  Underground  -  Leasing  of  oil  shale 
resources  for  underground  mining  would  be  allowed 
within  the  visual  priority  area.  Stipulations  would  be 
added  to  the  lease  to  protect  or  mitigate  impacts  to 
visual  resources. 

Coal  -  Underground  --  Leasing  of  coal  re¬ 
sources  for  underground  mining  would  be  allowed 
within  the  visual  resource  priority  area.  Stipulations 
would  be  added  to  the  lease  to  protect  or  mitigate 
impacts  to  visual  resources. 

Oil  and  Gas  --  Leasing  of  lands  for  oil  and  gas 
development  would  be  allowed.  No  surface  occu¬ 
pancy  stipulations  may  be  used  to  protect  areas  of 
high  visibility 

Community  Expansion  --  Use  of  public  lands  for 
open  space  and  parks  would  be  allowed. 

Excluded  Uses 

The  following  uses  would  not  be  allowed  on  visual 
potential  lands: 

Oil  Shale  -  Open  Pit  -  Leasing  of  oil  shale  min¬ 
erals  for  open  pit  mining  would  be  restricted  in 
those  areas  of  high  visual  quality. 

Coal  -  Surface  -  Leasing  of  coal  resources  for 
surface  mining  would  be  restricted  in  those  areas  of 
high  visual  quality. 

Sand  and  Gravel  --  Mineral  material  sales  would 
be  restricted  in  those  areas  of  high  visual  quality. 


SPECIAL  MANAGEMENT  AREAS 

Priority  areas  include  important  populations  of 
rare  and  sensitive  plants  and/or  remnant  vegeta¬ 
tion  associations.  Management  would  be  directed 
to  protecting  and  enhancing  plant  populations  and 
vegetation  associations.  Other  resource  uses  would 
be  allowed  provided  they  do  not  conflict  with  re¬ 
source  values  or  management  practices. 


Compatible  Uses 

Uses  that  could  occur  on  these  lands  are: 

Wildlife  -  Wildlife  use  would  be  allowed.  Limita¬ 
tions  would  be  placed  on  habitat  improvement 
projects  to  protect  priority  values. 

Recreation  -  Recreation  activities  would  be  al¬ 
lowed,  provided  it  did  not  interfere  with  the  values 
present.  Development  of  recreational  sites  would 
be  allowed  if  it  was  compatible  with  the  special 
management  status. 

Visual  -  Visual  resources  would  be  protected. 

Rare  and  Sensitive  Plants  --  Rare  and  sensitive 
plant  management  is  fully  compatible  with  special 
management  areas. 

Wild  Horses  -  Some  limitations  on  wild  horses 
is  possible.  However,  if  those  limitations  interfere 
with  their  free-roaming  behavior  or  limit  use  of  im¬ 
portant  habitat,  the  wild  horses  would  have  to  be 
given  priority. 

Livestock  Grazing  --  Limitations  would  be 
placed  on  livestock  grazing  and  range  management 
practices  to  protect  priority  values. 

Soils  --  Soils  management  is  fully  compatible 
with  special  management  areas. 

Cultural  -  Cultural  resources  would  be  protected 
or  enhanced  through  management. 

Paleontological  Resources  -  Paleontological 
resources  would  be  protected. 

Oil  Shale  -  Multimineral  -  Leasing  for 
multimineral  recovery  would  be  allowed  for  under¬ 
ground  mining  with  stipulations  for  no  surface  occu¬ 
pancy  to  protect  the  surface  environment.  Leasing 
for  multimineral  recovery  by  open  pit  mining  would 
not  be  allowed. 

Oil  Shale  -  Underground  -  Leasing  of  oil  shale 
resources  for  underground  mining  would  be  allowed 
within  this  priority  area.  No  surface  occupancy  stip¬ 
ulations  would  be  added  to  the  lease  to  protect  the 
surface  environment. 

Coal  -  Underground  --  Leasing  of  coal  re¬ 
sources  for  underground  mining  would  be  allowed 
within  this  priority  area.  No  surface  occupancy  stip¬ 
ulations  would  be  added  to  the  lease  to  protect  the 
surface  environment. 


Excluded  Uses 

The  following  uses  would  not  be  allowed  on  special 
management  areas: 
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Forestry  --  Forest  management  practices  are  in¬ 
compatible  with  special  management  areas  and 
would  be  prohibited. 

Major  Linear  Rights-of-Way  --  Location  of  major 
utility  and  transportation  corridors  would  not  be  al¬ 
lowed  for  regional  transportation  roads,  liquid  and 
gas  product  transmission  lines.  Electrical  transmis¬ 
sion  lines  could  be  allowed  if  they  avoided  surface 
disturbance. 

Oil  Shale  -  Open  Pit  -  Leasing  of  oil  shale  min¬ 
erals  for  oil  pit  mining  would  not  be  allowed. 

Coal  -  Surface  --  Leasing  of  coal  resources  for 
surface  mining  would  not  be  allowed. 

Oil  and  Gas  -  Leasing  and  development  would 
not  be  allowed  in  special  management  areas. 

Sand  and  Gravel  --  Mineral  material  sales  would 
not  be  allowed. 

Community  Expansion  -  Community  expansion 
would  not  be  allowed  within  these  management  pri¬ 
ority  areas. 


WILD  HORSES 


Management  priority  areas  designated  for  wild 
horses  would  be  committed  to  managing  the  area 
to  provide  the  necessary  habitat  to  support  a  wild 
horse  herd  as  identified  in  the  Wild  Horse  Herd 
Management  Area  Plan. 

Other  resource  uses  would  be  allowed  provided 
they  do  not  interfere  with  wild  horse  use  or  man¬ 
agement  practices. 

Compatible  Uses 

Uses  that  could  occur  on  these  lands  are: 

Wildlife  --  Wildlife  habitat  would  be  maintained  or 
improved  through  management,  provided  that  con¬ 
flicts  with  wild  horses  does  not  occur. 

Recreation  --  Recreation  activities  would  be  al¬ 
lowed,  provided  that  they  do  not  interfere  with  wild 
horse  management. 

Visual  --  Visual  resources  would  be  protected. 

Rare  and  Sensitive  Plants  -  Management  of 
rare  and  sensitive  plant  species  would  continue, 
providing  it  does  not  conflict  with  wild  horse  use  or 
management  practices. 

Livestock  Grazing  -  Livestock  grazing  and 
range  management  practices  would  continue  pro¬ 
vided  competition  with  wild  horses  for  forage  does 
not  occur.  Livestock  management  practices  would 
also  be  designed  to  benefit  wild  horses. 


Soils  --  Soils  would  be  managed  to  reduce  ero¬ 
sion  and  maintain  site  productivity. 

Cultural  --  Management  of  cultural  resources 
would  be  allowed  to  the  extent  that  it  did  not  inter¬ 
fere  with  wild  horse  management. 

Paleontological  Resources  --  Paleontological 
resources  would  be  protected. 

Forestry  --  Forest  management  practices  would 
be  allowed.  Limits  would  be  required  on  certain 
management  practices  to  protect  wild  horse  use. 

Utility  Corridors  --  Permitting  of  major  transmis¬ 
sion  and  transportation  rights-of-way  would  be  al¬ 
lowed  with  stipulations  to  mitigate  the  loss  of  wild 
horse  range. 

Oil  Shale  -  Multimineral  --  Leasing  for 
multimineral  recovery  would  be  allowed  for  under¬ 
ground  mining  but  not  for  open  pit  development. 

Oil  Shale  -  Underground  --  Leasing  of  oil  shale 
resources  for  underground  mining  would  be  al¬ 
lowed.  Stipulations  would  be  added  to  the  lease  to 
protect  or  mitigate  impacts  to  the  wild  horse  range. 

Coal  -  Underground  --  Leasing  of  coal  re¬ 
sources  for  underground  mining  would  be  allowed. 
Stipulations  would  be  added  to  the  lease  to  protect 
or  mitigate  impacts  to  the  wild  horse  range. 

Oil  and  Gas  --  Leasing  of  oil  and  gas  resources 
would  be  allowed  within  the  wild  horse  priority  area 
with  stipulations  to  protect  or  mitigate  the  loss  of 
wild  horse  range.  If  mitigation  is  not  feasible  then 
leases  would  be  issued  with  a  no  surface  occupan¬ 
cy  stipulation. 

Excluded  Uses 

The  following  uses  would  not  be  allowed  within  wild 
horse  potential  lands: 

Oil  Shale  -  Open  Pit  -  Leasing  of  oil  shale  re¬ 
sources  for  open  pit  mining  would  not  be  allowed. 

Coal  -  Surface  -  Leasing  of  coal  resources  for 
surface  mining  would  not  be  allowed. 

Sand  and  Gravel  -  Mineral  material  sales  would 
not  be  allowed  unless  stipulations  are  incorporated 
to  protect  or  mitigate  the  loss  of  wild  horse  range. 


LIVESTOCK  GRAZING 


Livestock  grazing  priority  areas  would  be  commit¬ 
ted  to  the  production  of  livestock  forage  and  graz¬ 
ing  of  livestock.  Grazing  and  range  management 
would  be  the  priority  use  in  these  areas  where  an 
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Allotment  Management  Plan  has  been  written  and 
is  currently  being  implemented. 

Other  resource  uses  would  be  allowed,  provided 
they  do  not  significantly  interfere  with  livestock 
grazing  or  range  management  practices. 

Compatible  Uses 

Uses  that  could  occur  on  these  lands  are: 

Wildlife  --  Wildlife  habitat  would  be  maintained  or 
improved  through  management,  provided  that  con¬ 
flicts  with  livestock  grazing  or  range  management 
practices  do  not  occur. 

Recreation  --  Recreation  sites  could  be  devel¬ 
oped  as  long  as  they  did  not  interfere  with  livestock 
grazing  or  range  management. 

Visual  --  Limited  protection  would  be  provided  for 
visually  sensitive  areas. 

Rare  and  Sensitive  Plants  --  Management  of 
rare  and  sensitive  plant  species  would  continue, 
providing  it  does  not  conflict  with  livestock  grazing 
or  range  management  practices. 

Wild  Horses  --  Wild  horse  use  would  continue 
provided  competition  with  livestock  above  existing 
forage  allocation  levels  does  not  occur.  If  wild 
horse  numbers  exceed  allocated  forage  they  can 
be  removed.  As  long  as  they  are  on  the  range  in 
any  numbers,  they  must  receive  priority  over  live¬ 
stock  in  forage  available.  Wild  horse  range  im¬ 
provement  practices  would  be  designed  to  benefit 
livestock  also. 

Soils  --  Soils  would  be  managed  to  reduce  ero¬ 
sion  and  maintain  site  productivity. 

Cultural  -  Significant  cultural  resources  would  be 
protected.  More  extensive  cultural  resource  man¬ 
agement  could  occur  to  the  extent  that  it  does  not 
interfere  with  livestock  grazing  or  range  manage¬ 
ment. 

Paleontological  Resources  --  Paleontological 
resources  would  be  protected. 

Forestry  --  Forest  management  practices  would 
be  allowed.  Limits  would  be  required  on  certain 
management  practices  to  protect  livestock  grazing 
use. 

Major  Linear  Rights-of-Way  --  Permitting  of 
major  transmission  and  transportation  rights-of-way 
would  be  allowed  with  stipulations  to  mitigate  the 
loss  of  livestock  range. 

Oil  Shale  -  Multimineral  --  Leasing  for 
multimineral  recovery  would  be  allowed  for  under¬ 
ground  mining  but  not  for  open  pit  development. 

Oil  Shale  -  Underground  -  Leasing  of  oil  shale 
resources  for  underground  mining  would  be  al¬ 


lowed.  Stipulations  would  be  added  to  the  lease  to 
protect  or  mitigate  impacts  to  the  livestock  range. 

Coal  -  Underground  -  Leasing  of  coal  re¬ 
sources  for  underground  mining  would  be  allowed. 
Stipulations  would  be  added  to  the  lease  to  protect 
or  mitigate  impacts  to  the  livestock  range. 

Oil  and  Gas  -  Leasing  of  oil  and  gas  resources 
would  be  allowed  within  the  livestock  grazing  priori¬ 
ty  area  with  stipulations  to  protect  or  mitigate  the 
loss  of  livestock  range.  If  mitigation  is  not  feasible 
then  leases  would  be  issued  with  a  no  surface  oc¬ 
cupancy  stipulation. 

Excluded  Uses 

The  following  uses  would  not  be  allowed  on  live¬ 
stock  grazing  priority  lands: 

Oil  Shale  -  Open  Pit  -  Leasing  of  oil  shale  min¬ 
erals  for  open  pit  mining  would  not  be  allowed  in 
livestock  grazing  priority  use  lands  until  mitigation 
was  made  to  compensate  for  the  loss  of  grazing 
lands  during  mining  activities. 

Coal  -  Surface  -  Leasing  of  coal  resources  for 
coal  surface  mining  would  not  be  allowed  in  live¬ 
stock  grazing  priority  use  lands  until  mitigation  was 
made  to  compensate  for  the  loss  of  grazing  lands 
during  mining  activities. 

Sand  and  Gravel  --  Mineral  material  sales  would 
not  be  allowed  in  livestock  priority  use  lands. 

Community  Expansion  --  Community  expansion 
would  not  be  allowed  within  the  livestock  manage¬ 
ment  priority  area  unless  mitigation  could  take 
place  that  would  offset  the  loss  of  livestock  lands. 


SOILS 


Soil  priority  areas  are  locations  of  extremely  frag¬ 
ile  soils.  Surface  disturbing  activities  and  vegetation 
manipulations  should  not  occur  on  these  soil  types 
due  to  the  potential  for  increasing  soil  erosion  and 
decreasing  site  productivity.  Stabilization  of  soil 
conditions  and  reduction  of  soil  loss  would  be  a  pri¬ 
ority  for  these  areas.  This  could  be  accomplished 
through  watershed  improvement  practices,  man¬ 
agement  practices  by  other  activities  that  promote 
soil  stability,  and  avoidance  of  surface  disturbing 
activities. 

Other  uses  would  be  allowed  to  the  extent  that 
they  do  not  cause  increased  soil  loss  or  erosion. 
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Compatible  Uses 

Uses  that  could  occur  on  these  lands  are: 

Wildlife  --  Management  practices  and  habitat  im¬ 
provement  projects  would  be  designed  to  promote 
soil  stability. 

Recreation  --  Most  recreation  would  be  allowed. 
Some  seasonal  or  temporary  restrictions  would  be 
placed  on  ORV  use. 

Visual  --  Visually  sensitive  areas  would  be  pro¬ 
tected. 

Rare  and  Sensitive  Plants  -  Management  prac¬ 
tices  are  fully  compatible  with  soil  priority  area  ob¬ 
jectives. 

Wild  Horses  --  Management  practices  and  habi¬ 
tat  improvement  projects  that  also  reduce  soil  ero¬ 
sion  and  promote  soil  stability  would  be  recom¬ 
mended. 

Livestock  Grazing  --  Livestock  grazing  and 
range  management  would  be  allowed  in  these  pri¬ 
ority  areas.  Emphasis  would  be  placed  on  range 
management  practices  that  promote  soil  stability. 

Cultural  --  Significant  cultural  sites  would  be  pro¬ 
tected. 

Paleontological  Resources  --  Paleontological 
resources  would  be  protected. 

Forestry  --  Timber  harvest  on  fragile  soils  would 
be  restricted.  Management  practices  to  promote 
soil  stability  and  reduce  soil  erosion  would  be  incor¬ 
porated. 

Oil  Shale  -  Multimineral  --  Leasing  for 
multimineral  recovery  would  be  allowed  for  under¬ 
ground  mining  but  not  for  open  pit  development. 

Oil  Shale  -  Underground  --  Leasing  of  oil  shale 
resources  for  underground  mining  would  be  al¬ 
lowed.  Stipulations  would  be  added  to  the  lease  to 
protect  or  mitigate  impacts  to  fragile  or  productive 
soils. 

Coal  -  Underground  --  Leasing  of  coal  re¬ 
sources  for  underground  mining  would  be  allowed. 
Stipulations  would  be  added  to  the  lease  to  protect 
or  mitigate  impacts  to  fragile  or  productive  soils. 

Oil  and  Gas  --  Leasing  of  oil  and  gas  resources 
would  be  allowed  with  stipulations  to  protect  or  miti¬ 
gate  the  use  of  fragile  or  productive  soils.  If  mitiga¬ 
tion  is  not  feasible  then  a  no  surface  occupancy 
stipulation  would  be  attached  to  the  lease. 

Excluded  Uses 

The  following  uses  would  be  excluded  on  soil  man¬ 
agement  priority  areas: 


Major  Linear  Rights-of-Way  --  Lands  of  fragile 
or  productive  soils  would  not  be  available  for  rights- 
of-way  permitting. 

Oil  Shale  -  Open  Pit  --  Leasing  of  oil  shale  min¬ 
erals  for  open  pit  mining  would  not  be  allowed 
within  soil  priority  lands. 

Coal  -  Surface  --  Leasing  of  coal  minerals  for 
surface  mining  would  not  be  allowed  within  soil  pri¬ 
ority  lands. 

Sand  and  Gravel  -  Mineral  material  sales  would 
not  be  allowed  on  fragile  soils. 

Community  Expansion  --  Lands  of  fragile  or 
productive  soils  would  not  be  available  for  commu¬ 
nity  expansion  purposes. 


CULTURAL  RESOURCE 


Cultural  resource  management  priority  areas  con¬ 
tain  significant  prehistoric  and  historic  cultural  re¬ 
mains.  Significance  is  determined  according  to  cri¬ 
teria  established  in  36  CFR  60  which  details  eligibil¬ 
ity  requirements  for  the  National  Register  of  Histor¬ 
ic  Places.  Cultural  sites  included  within  the  man¬ 
agement  priority  areas  are  either  listed  on  or  eligi¬ 
ble/likely  to  be  eligible  to  the  National  Register. 

These  significant  areas  (as  well  as  other  less  sig¬ 
nificant  sites)  are  guaranteed  consideration  under 
30  CFR  VIII  800:  Protection  of  Historic  and  Cultural 
Properties.  Procedures  for  protection  include  total 
or  partial  exclusion  of  all  other  uses,  impact  avoid¬ 
ance,  further  research,  interpretation,  public  infor¬ 
mation/education  uses  and  various  levels  of  exca¬ 
vation. 


Compatible  Uses 

Uses  that  could  occur  on  these  lands  are: 

Wildlife  --  Wildlife  management  practices  would 
be  allowed.  Certain  practices  would  be  limited  to 
protect  cultural  resource  values. 

Recreation  --  Recreation  uses  could  occur,  al¬ 
though  some  developments  and  some  ORV  use 
would  be  subject  to  restrictions.  Significant  sites 
would  be  interpreted  for  public  information. 

Visual  --  Visual  resources  would  be  protected. 

Rare  and  Sensitive  Plants  --  Management  prac¬ 
tices  are  fully  compatible  with  protection  of  cultural 
resource  values. 

Wild  Horses  --  Wild  horse  management  prac¬ 
tices  would  be  allowed  provided  they  do  not  ad¬ 
versely  impact  cultural  resource  values. 
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Livestock  Grazing  --  Livestock  grazing  and 
range  management  practices  would  be  allowed  pro¬ 
vided  they  do  not  adversely  impact  cultural  re¬ 
source  values. 

Soils  --  Management  is  fully  compatible  with  pro¬ 
tection  of  cultural  resource  values. 

Paleontological  Resources  -  Paleontological 
resources  would  be  protected. 

Forestry  -  Forest  management  practices  would 
be  allowed.  Certain  practices  would  be  limited  to 
protect  cultural  resource  values. 

Oil  Shale  -  Multimineral  --  Leasing  for 
multimineral  recovery  would  be  allowed  for  under¬ 
ground  mining  with  stipulations  for  no  surface  occu¬ 
pancy  to  protect  the  surface  environment.  Leasing 
for  multimineral  recovery  by  open  pit  mining  would 
not  be  allowed. 

Oil  Shale  -  Underground  -  Leasing  of  oil  shale 
resources  for  underground  mining  would  be  allowed 
within  this  priority  area.  No  surface  occupancy  stip¬ 
ulations  would  be  added  to  the  lease  to  protect  the 
cultural  resources. 

Coal  -  Underground  --  Leasing  of  coal  re¬ 
sources  for  underground  mining  would  be  allowed 
within  this  priority  area.  No  surface  occupancy  stip¬ 
ulations  would  be  added  to  the  lease  to  protect  the 
cultural  resources. 

Oil  and  Gas  --  Leasing  of  oil  and  gas  resources 
would  be  allowed  with  stipulations  for  a  no  surface 
occupancy  attached  to  the  lease. 


Excluded  Uses 

The  following  uses  would  be  excluded  from  cultural 
resource  management  priority  areas: 

Major  Linear  Rights-of-Way  -  Rights-of-way 
realty  actions  would  not  be  allowed. 

Oil  Shale  -  Open  Pit  --  Leasing  of  oil  shale  re¬ 
sources  for  open  pit  mining  would  not  be  allowed 
within  the  cultural  resource  management  priority 
areas  until  all  significant  data  and  information  had 
been  derived  from  the  lands. 

Coal  -  Surface  -  Leasing  of  coal  resources  for 
surface  mining  would  not  be  allowed  within  the  cul¬ 
tural  resource  management  priority  areas  until  all 
significant  data  and  information  had  been  derived 
from  the  lands. 

Sand  and  Gravel  --  Mineral  material  sales  would 
not  be  allowed. 

Community  Expansion  --  Priority  areas  would 
not  be  available  for  community  expansion. 


FORESTRY 


These  areas  would  be  committed  to  the  growth 
and  harvest  of  forest  products.  Objectives  for  forest 
management  priority  areas  would  be  to  manage,  in 
perpetuity,  Douglas  fir  stands  and  pinyon-juniper 
woodlands  for  a  sustained  annual  yield. 

Other  resource  uses  within  these  areas  would  be 
allowed  provided  they  do  not  conflict  with  the  inten¬ 
sive  management  of  these  lands  for  forest  prod¬ 
ucts. 


Compatible  Uses 

Uses  that  could  occur  on  these  lands  are: 

Wildlife  -  Habitat  management  practices  would 
be  allowed  to  maintain  or  improve  habitat  condi¬ 
tions.  Limits  would  be  placed  on  any  wildlife  action 
that  could  conflict  with  growth,  management  or  har¬ 
vest  of  forest  products. 

Recreation  -  Development  of  recreation  sites 
would  be  allowed  as  long  as  they  did  not  interfere 
with  forest  management. 

Visual  -  Visually  sensitive  areas  could  be  pro¬ 
tected  through  limits  placed  on  intensive  forest 
management. 

Rare  and  Sensitive  Plants  -  Limits  would  be 
placed  on  management  practices  that  could  conflict 
with  growth,  management  or  harvest  of  forest  prod¬ 
ucts. 

Wild  Horses  --  Limits  would  be  placed  on  man¬ 
agement  practices  that  could  conflict  with  growth, 
management  or  harvest  of  forest  products.  Stipula¬ 
tions  would  be  incorporated  on  forest  product  sales 
to  avoid  or  mitigate  the  loss  of  wild  horse  range. 

Livestock  Grazing  --  Livestock  grazing  and 
range  management  practices  would  be  allowed. 
Limits  would  be  placed  on  grazing  management 
practices  that  could  conflict  with  growth,  manage¬ 
ment  or  harvest  of  forest  products. 

Soils  --  Soils  would  be  managed  to  reduce  soil 
erosion  and  maintain  site  productivity. 

Cultural  --  Significant  cultural  sites  would  be  pro¬ 
tected.  Intensive  management  could  occur  if  it  did 
not  interfere  with  forest  management. 

Paleontological  Resources  -  Paleontological 
resources  would  be  protected. 

Major  Linear  Rights-of-Way  --  Permitting  of 
lands  for  major  transmission  and  transportation 
rights-of-way  would  be  allowed  with  stipulations  to 
protect  or  mitigate  the  loss  of  sawtimber  or  fire¬ 
wood. 
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MANAGEMENT  PRIORITY  AREAS 


Oil  Shale  -  Multimineral  --  Leasing  for 
multimineral  recovery  would  be  allowed  for  under¬ 
ground  mining  but  not  for  open  pit  development. 

Oil  Shale  -  Underground  --  Underground  extrac¬ 
tion  of  oil  shale  resources  would  be  allowed. 

Coal  -  Underground  --  Underground  extraction 
of  coal  resources  would  be  allowed. 

Oil  and  Gas  -  Leasing  of  lands  for  oil  and  gas 
resources  would  be  allowed  with  stipulations  to  pro¬ 
tect  or  mitigate  the  loss  of  sawtimber  or  firewood. 

Excluded  Uses 

The  following  uses  would  not  be  allowed  on  forest 
product  priority  areas: 

Major  Linear  Rights-of-Way  --  Location  of  major 
utility  and  transportation  corridors  which  permanent¬ 
ly  take  productive  forest  land  out  of  production 
would  not  be  allowed. 

Oil  Shale  -  Open  Pit  -  Leasing  of  oil  shale  min¬ 
erals  for  open  pit  mining  would  not  be  allowed 
within  the  priority  use  zones  for  forestry  sawtimber 
or  firewood  until  mitigation  was  made  to  replace 
those  lands  during  mining  activities. 

Coal  -  Surface  -  Leasing  of  coal  for  surface 
mining  would  not  be  allowed  within  the  sawtimber 
or  firewood  priority  areas. 

Community  Expansion  --  Productive  forest  fire¬ 
wood  lands  would  not  be  taken  out  of  production 
for  community  expansion. 


UTILITY  CORRIDORS 


Major  linear  rights-of-way  are  Federal  lands  that 
are  suitable  for  potential  and  existing  utility  corridor 
routes.  Priority  would  be  given  to  lease  these  lands 
for  the  routing  of  major  electrical,  liquid  product  and 
gas  transmission  lines,  and  regional  transportation 
routes.  Placement  of  major  linear  rights-of-way  are 
encouraged  within  designated  corridors  in  the  Wild¬ 
life  Alternative.  In  the  Oil  and  Gas  Alternative, 
placement  is  encouraged  adjacent  to  existing  facili¬ 
ties.  In  the  Oil  Shale  Alternative,  no  corridors  are 
identified  .  Placement  of  major  linear  rights-of-way 
is  based  upon  environmental  criteria.  Other  land 
uses  would  be  allowed  on  these  lands  provided 
they  did  not  interfere  with  the  routing  and  use  of 
these  corridors. 


Compatible  Uses 

Uses  that  could  occur  on  these  lands  are: 


Wildlife  --  Wildlife  management  practices  would 
be  allowed  provided  they  do  not  conflict  with  con¬ 
struction  or  maintenance  activities  within  a  utility 
corridor. 

Recreation  --  Development  of  recreation  sites 
would  occur  as  long  as  they  did  not  interfere  with 
the  siting  of  corridors. 

Visual  --  Development  of  utility  corridors  would 
occur  subject  to  meeting  visual  contrast  rating  re¬ 
quirements. 

Wild  Horses  --  Wild  horse  use  would  be  allowed. 
Limits  would  be  placed  on  management  practices 
to  prevent  conflict  with  construction  or  maintenance 
activities  within  a  utility  corridor.  Construction  and 
maintenance  of  utilities  would  have  to  mitigate  any 
impacts  to  wild  horses. 

Livestock  Grazing  --  Livestock  grazing  would  be 
allowed.  Limits  would  be  placed  on  management 
practices  to  prevent  conflict  with  construction  or 
maintenance  activities  within  a  utility  corridor. 

Soils  --  Management  practices  would  be  permit¬ 
ted  provided  they  do  not  conflict  with  construction 
or  maintenance  activities  within  a  utility  corridor. 

Cultural  --  Restrictions  would  be  placed  on  de¬ 
velopment  to  protect  significant  cultural  sites. 

Paleontological  Resources  -  Paleontological 
resources  would  be  protected. 

Oil  Shale  -  Multimineral  --  Leasing  for  the  devel¬ 
opment  of  oil  shale  and  associated  sodium  miner¬ 
als  would  be  allowed  with  underground  mining 
methods.  Stipulations  would  be  added  to  the  lease 
to  prevent  subsidence.  Leasing  for  open  pit  devel¬ 
opment  would  not  be  allowed. 

Oil  Shale  -  Underground  --  Leasing  of  oil  shale 
resources  for  underground  mining  would  be  allowed 
provided  the  mine  plan  required  no  disturbance  or 
sufficient  support  below  a  utility  corridor  to  ensure 
no  subsidence.  A  transportation  corridor  would  be 
allowed  provided  the  mine  plan  addressed  the 
damage  and  reclamation  of  roads  caused  by  sub¬ 
sidence. 

Coal  -  Underground  --  Compatibility  is  the  same 
as  that  described  for  oil  shale  underground. 

Oil  and  Gas  --  Oil  and  gas  leasing  would  be  al¬ 
lowed  as  long  as  exploration  and  development 
does  not  preclude  future  use  of  the  corridor.  In 
areas  of  direct  conflict  such  as  liquid  and  gas  prod¬ 
uct  transmission  lines,  oil  and  gas  leases  would  in¬ 
clude  a  no  surface  occupancy  stipulation. 
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MAP  ADDENDUM 


Excluded  Uses 

The  following  uses  would  be  excluded  from  utility 
corridor  priority  areas: 

Rare  and  Sensitive  Plants  --  Management  of 
rare  and  sensitive  plants  is  incompatible  with  use  of 
utility  corridors  and  would  be  prohibited. 

Forestry  --  Forest  management  practices  would 
not  occur  within  utility  corridors. 

Oil  Shale  -  Open  Pit  --  Leasing  of  oil  shale  re¬ 
sources  for  open  pit  mining  would  not  be  allowed 
within  a  designated  right-of-way  corridor. 

Coal  -  Surface  --  Leasing  of  coal  resources  for 
coal  surface  mining  would  not  be  allowed  within  a 
designated  right-of-way  corridor. 

Sand  and  Gravel  --  Mineral  material  sales  would 
not  be  allowed  unless  the  materials  could  be  ex¬ 
tracted  without  interfering  with  or  changing  the 
route  of  a  designated  right-of-way  corridor. 

Community  Expansion  --  Community  expansion 
would  not  be  allowed  within  a  designated  corridor 
unless  the  expansion  use  is  commensurate  with  the 
designated  use  of  the  corridor. 


OIL  SHALE  -  MULTIMINERAL 


Multimineral  recovery  can  occur  by  either  the  oil 
shale  underground  or  oil  shale  open  pit  extraction 
methods.  Therefore,  the  land  uses  that  are  either 
compatible  or  excluded  would  be  the  same  as  de¬ 
scribed  in  the  oil  shale  underground  or  oil  shale  - 
open  pit  management  priority  area  definitions. 


OIL  SHALE  -  OPEN  PIT 


These  are  Federal  lands  that  contain  known  oil 
shale  reserves  of  25  gal/ton  or  more  and  are  po¬ 
tentially  recoverable  by  open  pit  mining  and  that 
would  be  committed  to  the  development  of  shale 
oil.  Priority  would  be  given  to  leasing  and  develop¬ 
ment  for  shale  oil  production  by  open  pit  mining  on 
these  lands  only.  Other  land  uses  would  be  allowed 
on  these  lands  provided  they  did  not  interfere  with 
the  management  of  these  lands  for  shale  oil  pro¬ 
duction. 


Compatible  Uses 

Uses  that  could  occur  on  these  lands  are: 

Paleontological  Resources  -  Paleontological 
resources  would  be  protected. 


Oil  Shale  -  Multimineral  -  Leasing  for 
multimineral  recovery  would  be  allowed  for  open  pit 
mining  but  not  for  underground  mining. 

Oil  Shale  -  Underground  --  Leasing  for  under¬ 
ground  mining  would  be  allowed  in  the  open  pit 
area  provided  that  future  open  pit  mining  (as  al¬ 
lowed  under  each  alternative)  is  not  precluded. 


Excluded  Uses 

The  following  uses  would  not  be  allowed  on  oil 
shale  potential  lands: 

Wildlife  --  Intensive  management  practices  or 
habitat  projects  would  not  be  permitted  in  open  pit 
management  priority  areas  with  active  develop¬ 
ment.  Habitat  would  be  managed  for  in  open  pit  pri¬ 
ority  areas  not  proposed  for  development.  Replace¬ 
ment  of  habitat  would  be  required  following  project 
completion. 

Recreation  --  Development  of  recreation  sites 
would  not  occur  until  after  site  reclamation. 

Visual  --  Protection  of  visually  sensitive  areas 
would  not  occur. 

Rare  and  Sensitive  Plants  --  Rare  and  sensitive 
plants  would  be  protected  unless  such  manage¬ 
ment  conflicts  with  open  pit  operations. 

Wild  Horses  --  Habitat  improvement  projects 
would  not  be  implemented  in  areas  of  potential  de¬ 
velopment.  Mitigation  would  consist  of  reclamation 
to  replace  forage  losses.  Wild  horses  could  be  ex¬ 
cluded  from  an  area;  however,  any  impacts  would 
require  mitigation  in  the  short-term. 

Livestock  Grazing  -  Grazing  would  be  permitted 
in  non-development  areas  but  excluded  in  active 
mining  zones.  Intensive  management  practices  or 
range  improvement  projects  would  be  permitted 
only  as  long  as  oil  shale  development  is  not  immi¬ 
nent.  Reclamation  efforts  to  replace  livestock 
forage  following  mine  abandonment  would  occur. 

Soils  -  Soil  management  actions  and  projects 
are  incompatible  and  would  not  occur  concurrently 
with  open  pit  mining  operations.  Management  ac¬ 
tions  and  projects  could  be  performed  in  priority 
areas  assessed  to  have  low  potential  for  develop¬ 
ment  in  the  near  future.  Reclamation  efforts  would 
be  required  to  restore  resource  conditions  following 
mine  abandonment. 

Cultural  -  Significant  cultural  resources  would  be 
adequately  mitigated  prior  to  surface  disturbance. 

Forestry  --  Forest  management  and  product 
sales  would  continue.  When  mining  occurs,  proper 
disposal  of  timber  products  would  be  required. 
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MANAGEMENT  PRIORITY  AREAS 


Major  Linear  Rights-of-Way  --  Major  utility 
rights-of-way  would  not  be  allowed. 

Oil  and  Gas  --  Development  of  oil  and  gas  re¬ 
serves  would  not  be  allowed  concurrently  with  open 
pit  mining.  Development  of  oil  and  gas  could  occur 
sequentially  provided  a  special  stipulation  protect¬ 
ing  the  oil  shale  resource  is  added  to  the  lease. 

Sand  and  Gravel  -  Mineral  material  sales  would 
not  be  allowed. 

Community  Expansion  --  Community  expansion 
would  not  be  feasible. 


OIL  SHALE  -  UNDERGROUND 


Federal  lands  that  contain  known  oil  shale  re¬ 
serves  that  would  be  committed  to  oil  shale  devel¬ 
opment  by  underground  extraction.  Priority  would 
be  given  to  leasing  and  development  for  the  pro¬ 
duction  of  shale  oil.  Other  land  uses  would  be  al¬ 
lowed  provided  they  did  not  interfere  with  the  man¬ 
agement  of  these  lands  for  shale  oil  production. 

Compatible  Uses 

Uses  that  could  occur  on  these  lands  are: 

Wildlife  -  Management  practices  would  be  al¬ 
lowed  provided  they  do  not  interfere  with  existing  or 
proposed  oil  shale  underground  development. 
Areas  of  location  and  reclamation  stipulations 
would  be  included  in  the  lease  and  mine  plan. 

Recreation  --  Recreation  development  would 
occur  unless  it  conflicted  with  energy  development. 

Visual  -  Sensitive  visual  areas  would  be  protect¬ 
ed.  Development  would  conform  to  contrast  rating 
requirements. 

Special  Management  Areas  --  Management 
practices  would  be  allowed  provided  they  do  not 
conflict  with  development.  Stipulations  to  avoid  lo¬ 
cation  of  surface  facilities  in  a  designated  special 
management  area  would  be  necessary. 

Rare  and  Sensitive  Plants  -  Management  prac¬ 
tices  would  be  allowed  provided  they  do  not  con¬ 
flict  with  development.  Stipulations  would  be  neces¬ 
sary  to  avoid  location  of  surface  facilities  in  areas 
of  known  rare  or  sensitive  plant  locations. 

Wild  Horses  --  The  potential  for  oil  shale  devel¬ 
opment  in  the  near  future  must  be  assessed  prior 
to  implementation  of  projects.  Stipulations  to  miti¬ 
gate  adverse  impacts  would  be  included  in  the 
lease  and  mine  plan. 

Livestock  Grazing  --  Grazing  would  continue  in 
these  areas  until  mining  began.  Stipulations  to 


maintain  existing  range  improvements  and  to  direct 
reclamation  efforts  to  replace  forage  is  necessary. 
The  potential  for  oil  shale  development  in  the  near 
future  must  be  assessed  prior  to  implementation  of 
intensive  management  plans  or  projects. 

Soils  --  The  potential  for  oil  shale  development  in 
the  near  future  must  be  assessed  prior  to  imple¬ 
mentation  of  intensive  management  plans  or 
projects.  Reclamation  stipulations  would  be  includ¬ 
ed  in  the  lease  and  mine  plan. 

Cultural  --  Significant  cultural  resources  would  be 
protected.  Some  restrictions  would  be  placed  on 
development  during  the  construction  phase  to  mini¬ 
mize  impacts  to  cultural  resources. 

Paleontological  Resources  -  Significant  pale¬ 
ontological  resources  would  be  protected. 

Forestry  --  Forest  product  management  and 
sales  would  continue.  Disposal  of  timber  products 
during  development  and  reclamation  practices  fol¬ 
lowing  project  completion  would  be  required. 

Major  Linear  Rights-of-way  --  Designation  of  u- 
tility  corridors  and  subsequent  right-of-way  grants 
within  the  corridor  would  be  allowed  provided  the 
designation  does  not  interfere  with  mine  geometry, 
mine  layout,  and  method  of  extraction. 

Oil  Shale  -  Multimineral  -  Leasing  for 
multimineral  recovery  would  be  allowed  for  under¬ 
ground  mining  but  not  for  open  pit  development. 

Oil  Shale  -  Open  Pit  -  Leasing  of  oil  shale  for 
open  pit  mining  may  occur  (as  allowed  under  each 
alternative)  provided  that  such  methods  are  proven 
to  be  technologically  and  economically  feasible. 

Oil  and  Gas  --  Oil  and  gas  leasing  may  occur  on 
those  lands  which  would  not  preclude  or  interfere 
with  oil  shale  development.  Stipulations  would  be 
included  in  oil  and  gas  leases  on  these  lands  that 
would  assure  the  protection  of  the  oil  shale  re¬ 
source. 

Sand  and  Gravel  --  Mineral  material  sales  would 
be  allowed  provided  they  did  not  conflict  with  the 
development  of  oil  shale. 

Community  Expansion  --  Land  title  transfer  by 
either  R&PP  or  sales  which  are  physically  compati¬ 
ble  with  underground  mining  would  be  considered 
on  a  case-by-case  basis  for  community  expansion 
purposes.  Subsidence  concerns  may  be  mitigated 
by  special  stipulation  or  restrictions  attached  to  the 
R&PP  or  sales  action. 
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COAL  -  UNDERGROUND 


Federal  lands  that  contain  known  coal  reserves 
and/or  medium  to  high  potential  coal  resources 
would  be  committed  to  coal  development  by  under¬ 
ground  extraction.  Priority  would  be  given  to  leasing 
and  development  for  coal  production  only  on  these 
lands.  Other  land  uses  would  be  allowed  on  these 
lands  provided  they  did  not  interfere  with  the  man¬ 
agement  of  these  lands  for  coal  production. 

Compatible  Uses 

Uses  that  could  occur  on  these  lands  are: 

Wildlife  --  Management  practices  would  be  al¬ 
lowed  provided  they  do  not  interfere  with  existing  or 
proposed  underground  coal  development.  Areas  of 
location  and  reclamation  stipulations  would  be  in¬ 
cluded  in  the  lease  and  mine  plan. 

Recreation  --  Recreation  development  would 
occur  unless  it  conflicted  with  coal  development. 

Visual  --  Sensitive  visual  areas  would  be  protect¬ 
ed.  Development  would  conform  to  contrast  rating 
requirements. 

Special  Management  Areas  --  Management 
practices  would  be  allowed  provided  they  do  not 
conflict  with  coal  development.  Stipulations  to  avoid 
location  of  surface  facilities  in  a  designated  special 
management  area  would  be  necessary. 

Rare  and  Sensitive  Plants  --  Management  prac¬ 
tices  would  be  allowed  provided  they  do  not  con¬ 
flict  with  coal  development.  Stipulations  would  be 
necessary  to  avoid  location  of  surface  facilities  in 
areas  of  known  plant  locations. 

Wild  Horses  -  The  potential  for  coal  develop¬ 
ment  in  the  near  future  must  be  assessed  prior  to 
implementation  of  projects.  Stipulations  to  mitigate 
adverse  impacts  to  wild  horses  would  be  included 
in  the  lease  and  mine  plan. 

Livestock  Grazing  -  Grazing  would  continue  in 
these  areas  until  mining  began.  Stipulations  to 
maintain  existing  range  improvements  and  to  direct 
reclamation  efforts  to  replace  forage  are  necessary. 
The  potential  for  coal  development  in  the  near 
future  must  be  assessed  prior  to  implementation  of 
intensive  management  plans  or  projects. 

Soils  --  The  potential  for  coal  development  in  the 
near  future  must  be  assessed  prior  to  implementa¬ 
tion  of  intensive  management  plans  or  projects. 
Reclamation  stipulations  would  be  included  in  the 
lease  and  mine  plan. 

Cultural  --  Significant  cultural  resources  would  be 
protected.  Some  restrictions  would  be  placed  on 


development  during  the  construction  phase  to  mini¬ 
mize  impacts  to  cultural  resources. 

Paleontological  Resources  --  Significant  pale¬ 
ontological  resources  would  be  protected. 

Forestry  --  Forest  product  management  and 
sales  would  continue.  Disposal  of  timber  products 
during  development  and  reclamation  practices  fol¬ 
lowing  project  completion  would  be  required. 

Major  Linear  Rights-of-Way  --  Designation  of  u- 
tility  corridors  and  subsequent  right-of-way  grants 
within  the  corridor  would  be  allowed  provided  the 
designation  does  not  interfere  with  mine  geometry, 
mine  layout  and  method  of  extraction. 

Coal  -  Surface  -  Leasing  of  coal  resources  for 
surface  mining  extraction  may  occur  provided  suffi¬ 
cient  interburden  exists  to  allow  for  safe  and  envi¬ 
ronmentally  sound  resource  extraction. 

Oil  and  Gas  -  Concurrent  development  of  oil 
and  gas  with  coal  will  be  encouraged  as  long  as  it 
does  not  result  in  a  significant  loss  of  Federal  coal. 

Sand  and  Gravel  --  Mineral  material  sales  would 
be  allowed  provided  they  did  not  conflict  with  the 
development  of  coal. 

Community  Expansion  --  Land  title  transfer  by 
either  R&PP  or  sales  which  are  physically  compati¬ 
ble  with  underground  mining  will  be  considered  on 
a  case-by-case  basis  for  community  expansion. 
Subsidence  concerns  may  be  mitigated  by  special 
stipulation  or  restrictions  attached  to  the  R&PP  or 
sales  action. 


COAL  -  SURFACE 


Federal  lands  that  contain  known  coal  reserves 
and/or  medium  to  high  potential  coal  resources 
and  are  recoverable  by  surface  mining  methods 
would  be  committed  to  the  development  of  coal  by 
surface  mining.  Priority  would  be  given  to  leasing 
and  development  for  coal  production  on  these 
lands.  Other  land  uses  would  be  allowed  on  these 
lands  provided  they  did  not  interfere  with  the-  man¬ 
agement  of  these  lands  for  coal  production.  Invest¬ 
ments  in  land  treatments  and  improvement  projects 
for  intensive  management  of  other  resources 
should  be  postponed  until  coal  development  is 
completed  and  the  site  is  rehabilitated. 

Compatible  Uses 

Uses  that  could  occur  on  these  lands  are: 

Paleontological  Resources  --  Significant  pale¬ 
ontological  resources  would  be  protected. 
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MANAGEMENT  PRIORITY  AREAS 


Excluded  Uses 

The  following  uses  would  not  be  allowed  on  coal 
potential  lands: 

Wildlife  -  Intensive  management  practices  or 
habitat  projects  would  not  be  permitted  in  coal  pri¬ 
ority  areas  with  active  development.  Habitat  would 
be  managed  for  in  coal  priority  areas  not  proposed 
for  development.  Replacement  of  habitat  would  be 
required  following  project  completion. 

Recreation  --  Recreation  priority  areas  would  not 
be  developed  until  after  surface  rehabilitation  has 
taken  place. 

Visual  --  Protection  of  visual  sensitive  areas 
would  not  occur. 

Special  Management  Areas  --  Lands  prioritized 
for  surface  development  would  be  unsuitable  for 
special  management  area  designation. 

Rare  and  Sensitive  Plants  --  Rare  and  sensitive 
plants  would  be  managed  unless  such  manage¬ 
ment  conflicts  with  coal  operations. 

Wild  Horses  --  Projects  would  not  be  implement¬ 
ed  in  areas  of  potential  development.  Mitigation 
would  consist  of  reclamation  to  replace  forage 
losses. 

Livestock  Grazing  --  Grazing  would  be  permitted 
in  non-development  areas  but  excluded  in  active 
mining  zones.  Intensive  management  practices  or 
range  improvement  projects  would  be  permitted 
only  as  long  as  coal  development  is  not  imminent. 
Reclamation  efforts  to  replace  livestock  forage  fol¬ 
lowing  mine  abandonment  would  occur. 

Soils  -  Soil  management  actions  and  projects 
are  incompatible  and  would  not  occur  concurrently 
with  surface  mining  operations.  Management  ac¬ 
tions  and  projects  could  be  performed  in  priority 
areas  assessed  to  have  low  potential  for  develop¬ 
ment  in  the  near  future.  Reclamation  efforts  would 
be  required  to  restore  resource  conditions  following 
mine  abandonment. 

Cultural  --  Significant  cultural  resources  would  be 
adequately  mitigated  prior  to  surface  disturbance. 

Forestry  -  Forest  management  and  product 
sales  would  continue.  When  mining  occurs,  proper 
disposal  of  timber  products  would  be  required. 

Major  Linear  Rights-of-Way  -  Major  utility 
rights-of-way  would  not  be  allowed. 

Oil  and  Gas  -  Development  of  oil  and  gas  re¬ 
serves  would  not  be  allowed  concurrently  with  open 
pit  mining.  Development  of  oil  and  gas  could  occur. 

Sand  and  Gravel  --  Mineral  material  sales  would 
not  be  allowed. 


Community  Expansion  -  Community  expansion 
would  not  be  feasible. 


OIL  AND  GAS 


Federal  lands  that  are  leased  for  oil  and  gas  or 
are  suitable  for  leasing  contain  known  oil  and  gas 
reserves  and  potential  oil  and  gas  resources.  For 
the  Wildlife  Alternative  this  would  be  lands  that  are 
designated  as  Known  Geologic  Structures  (KGS). 
The  Oil  and  Gas  Alternative  would  include  oil  and 
gas  lands  designated  as  KGSs,  Tight  Gas  Forma¬ 
tions  (TGF)  and  a  two  mile  potential  development 
zone  around  each  as  the  management  priority  area. 
If  the  Oil  Shale  Alternative,  oil  and  gas  lands  would 
be  a  combination  of  both  the  KGSs  and  TGFs.  Pri¬ 
ority  would  be  given  to  leasing  and  development  for 
the  production  of  oil  and  gas.  Other  land  uses 
would  be  allowed  provided  they  did  not  interfere 
with  the  management  of  these  lands  for  oil  and  gas 
production. 

Compatible  Uses 

Uses  that  could  occur  on  these  lands  are: 

Wildlife  -  Management  practices  would  be  al¬ 
lowed  provided  they  do  not  conflict  with  oil  and  gas 
development.  Critical  wildlife  habitats  would  be  pro¬ 
tected  by  seasonal  and  reclamation  stipulations 
placed  on  oil  and  gas  activities. 

Recreation  --  Recreation  development  would 
occur  unless  it  conflicted  with  oil  and  gas  develop¬ 
ment. 

Visual  --  Sensitive  visual  areas  would  be  protect¬ 
ed.  Development  would  conform  to  contrast  rating 
requirements. 

Rare  and  Sensitive  Plants  --  Management  prac¬ 
tices  would  be  allowed  if  they  did  not  conflict  with 
oil  and  gas  development.  Stipulations  would  be 
placed  on  oil  and  gas  activities  to  avoid  develop¬ 
ment  in  areas  of  known  plant  locations. 

Wild  Horses  --  Projects  to  provide  forage  and 
water  could  be  implemented  if  they  do  not  conflict 
with  oil  and  gas  development.  Stipulations  on  oil 
and  gas  development  would  be  applied  to  maintain 
habitat  conditions. 

Livestock  Grazing  --  Grazing  would  be  permitted 
in  these  areas.  Limits  may  be  necessary  on  range 
improvement  projects  and  stocking  rates.  Stipula¬ 
tions  to  maintain  existing  range  improvements  and 
to  direct  reclamation  efforts  would  be  essential. 

Soils  --  Soil  resource  management  would  contin¬ 
ue  to  maintain  or  enhance  existing  conditions  in 
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non-development  areas.  Avoidance  and  reclama¬ 
tion  stipulations  would  be  enforced  on  oil  and  gas 
actions. 

Cultural  -  Significant  cultural  resources  would  be 
protected.  Some  restrictions  would  be  placed  on 
development  during  the  construction  phase  to  mini¬ 
mize  impacts  to  cultural  resources. 

Paleontological  Resources  --  Significant  pale¬ 
ontological  resources  would  be  protected. 

Forestry  --  Forest  product  management  and 
sales  would  continue.  Disposal  of  timber  products 
that  are  impacted  from  oil  and  gas  surface  disturb¬ 
ances  would  be  stipulated  in  leases  and  develop¬ 
ment  plans. 

Major  Linear  Rights-of-Way  -  Placement  of 
major  linear  rights-of-way  would  be  allowed. 

Oil  Shale  -  Multimineral  --  Leasing  for 
multimineral  recovery  would  be  allowed  for  under¬ 
ground  mining  with  stipulations  that  protect  the  oil 
and  gas  resources.  Leasing  for  multimineral  recov¬ 
ery  would  be  allowed  for  open  pit  mining  in  the  oil 
and  gas  priority  area,  with  provisions  to  develop  the 
oil  and  gas  resources  prior  to  oil  shale  develop¬ 
ment. 

Oil  Shale  -  Underground  --  Oil  shale  develop¬ 
ment  outside  the  oil  shale  lease  area  may  occur 
provided  mine  layout,  method  of  extraction  and 
mine  geometry  does  not  interrupt  or  preclude  oil 
and  gas  development  and  production. 

Oil  Shale  -  Open  Pit  --  Leasing  of  oil  shale  for 
open  pit  mining  would  be  allowed  only  with  provi¬ 
sions  to  develop  oil  and  gas  resources  prior  to  oil 
shale  development. 

Coal  -  Underground  --  Coal  development  may 
occur  provided  mine  layout,  method  of  extraction 
and  mine  geometry  does  not  interrupt  or  preclude 
oil  and  gas  development  and  production  in  low  coal 
potential  areas.  Concurrent  development  of  oil/gas 
and  coal  resources  which  does  not  result  in  a  sig¬ 
nificant  loss  of  oil  and  gas  production  or  bypasses 
significant  tonnages  of  Federal  coal  will  be  encour¬ 
aged.  Conflicts  involving  near  equal  value  of  coal 
versus  oil  and  gas  will  result  in  favor  of  oil  and  gas 
development. 

Coal  -  Surface  -  Leasing  of  coal  resources  for 
surface  mining  methods  would  be  allowed  only  with 
provisions  to  develop  the  oil  and  gas  resources 
prior  to  coal  development. 

Sand  and  Gravel  --  Material  sales  would  be  al¬ 
lowed. 

Community  Expansion  -  Oil  and  gas  lands 
would  be  suitable  for  certain  types  of  community 
expansion  as  needed  by  local  communities  for  pur¬ 
poses  that  would  be  compatible  with  oil  and  gas 


development.  All  Recreation  and  Public  Purpose 
actions  will  be  restricted  on  a  case-by-case  review 
for  oil  and  gas  development  conflicts.  Land  title 
transfers  by  sale  will  recognize  the  prior  authorized 
rights  of  oil  and  gas  leases. 


SAND  AND  GRAVEL 


Sand  and  gravel  priority  areas  are  Federal  lands 
where  mineral  materials  are  known  or  believed  to 
exist  in  sufficient  quantities  to  assist  in  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  energy-related  resources.  Priority  would  be 
given  to  the  development  of  these  lands  for  sand 
and  gravel  materials. 

Compatible  Uses 

Uses  that  could  occur  on  these  lands  are: 

Visual  --  Sensitive  visual  areas  would  be  protect¬ 
ed.  Development  would  conform  to  contrast  rating 
requirements. 

Cultural  --  Significant  cultural  resources  would  be 
protected.  Some  restrictions  would  be  placed  on 
development  during  the  construction  phase  to  mini¬ 
mize  impacts  to  cultural  resources. 

Paleontological  Resources  --  Paleontological 
resources  would  be  protected. 

Oil  Shale  -  Multimineral  -  Leasing  for 
multimineral  recovery  would  be  allowed  for  under¬ 
ground  mining  with  stipulations  that  protect  the 
sand  and  gravel  resources.  Leasing  for  multimineral 
recovery  would  not  be  allowed  for  open  pit  mining 
in  the  sand  and  gravel  priority  area. 

Oil  Shale  -  Underground  --  Leasing  of  lands  for 
underground  oil  shale  development  and  production 
would  be  allowed. 

Coal  -  Underground  -  Leasing  of  lands  for  un¬ 
derground  coal  development  and  production  would 
be  allowed. 

Oil  and  Gas  --  Oil  and  gas  leasing  and  develop¬ 
ment  would  be  allowed. 

Community  Expansion  -  Community  expansion 
would  be  allowed  provided  it  does  not  interfere  with 
the  extraction  of  sand  and  gravel  materials. 

Excluded  Uses 

The  following  uses  would  not  be  allowed  on  sand 
and  gravel  management  priority  areas: 

Wildlife  --  Wildlife  use  and  management  prac¬ 
tices  would  be  allowed  prior  to  sand  and  gravel  ex- 
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traction.  Large  scale  projects  incompatible  with 
sand  and  gravel  extraction  would  not  be  allowed. 
Wildlife  habitat  losses  would  need  replacement  fol¬ 
lowing  project  completion. 

Recreation  --  Recreation  sites  would  not  be  de¬ 
veloped  on  these  lands.  Sand  and  gravel  extraction 
would  not  occur  in  recreation  priority  areas. 

Rare  and  Sensitive  Plants  --  Management  prac¬ 
tices  would  be  permitted  unless  they  conflict  with 
sand  and  gravel  extraction  operations. 

Wild  Horses  --  Wild  horse  use  and  management 
practices  would  be  allowed  prior  to  sand  and  gravel 
extraction.  Habitat  improvement  projects  incompati¬ 
ble  with  sand  and  gravel  extraction  would  not  be  al¬ 
lowed. 

Livestock  Grazing  --  Livestock  grazing  and  man¬ 
agement  practices  would  be  allowed  prior  to  sand 
and  gravel  extraction.  Large  scale  projects  incom¬ 
patible  with  sand  and  gravel  extraction  would  not 
be  allowed.  Rangeland  losses  would  be  replaced 
following  project  completion. 

Soils  --  Limited  soil  management  practices  would 
be  allowed  prior  to  sand  and  gravel  extraction.  Miti¬ 
gation  would  be  required  to  restore  soil  conditions 
following  project  abandonment. 

Forestry  --  Harvest  of  timber  projects  would  be 
allowed  prior  to  sand  and  gravel  extraction.  Limits 
on  disposal  of  timber  products  impacted  from  sand 
and  gravel  operations  would  be  necessary. 

Major  Linear  Rights-of-Way  --  Mineral  material 
sales  would  not  be  allowed. 

Oil  Shale  -  Open  Pit  --  Leasing  of  lands  for  open 
pit  mining  of  oil  shale  resources  would  not  be  al¬ 
lowed  until  the  sand  and  gravel  resources  had 
been  mined. 

Coal  -  Surface  --  Leasing  of  lands  for  coal  sur¬ 
face  mining  would  not  be  allowed  until  the  sand 
and  gravel  resources  had  been  mined. 


COMMUNITY  EXPANSION 

Federal  lands  suitable  for  the  enhancement  of 
state  and  local  governmental  units  for  community 
expansion  and  development  purposes  are  included 
in  community  expansion  priority  areas.  Lands  would 
be  available  through  the  Recreation  and  Public  Pur¬ 
poses  Act;  direct  sales;  and  exchanges  and  leases 
to  locate  schools,  hospitals,  parks,  sanitary  landfills 
and  similar  facilities.  Community  expansion  land 
parcels  are  within  three  to  five  miles  of  growing 
communities  for  the  Wildlife  and  Oil  and  Gas  Alter¬ 
natives,  respectively.  Community  expansion  land 
parcels  for  the  Oil  Shale  Alternative  are  within 


seven  miles  of  growing  communities  and  three 
miles  of  White  River  City  and  Rio  Blanco. 

Priority  would  be  given  to  processing  requests  to 
use  these  lands  for  community  development  and 
sewer,  electric  and  road  access  rights-of-way,  in 
support  of  community  expansion. 

Other  land  uses  which  detract  from  the  communi¬ 
ty  development  character  of  the  land  would  be  ex¬ 
cluded. 


Compatible  Uses 

Uses  that  could  occur  on  these  lands  are: 

Recreation  -  Lands  with  recreation  potential 
could  be  more  suitable  for  management  by  local 
governments  as  part  of  community  expansion. 

Visual  --  Limited  protection  of  visual  resources 
would  occur. 

Soils  --  Limited  soil  management  practices  would 
be  allowed  prior  to  land  disposal.  On-the-ground 
projects  would  have  to  be  compatible  with  commu¬ 
nity  expansion  projects. 

Cultural  --  Significant  cultural  resources  would  be 
adequately  mitigated  prior  to  land  exchange,  sale  or 
lease. 

Oil  Shale  -  Multimineral  --  Leasing  for 
multimineral  recovery  with  underground  mining 
methods  would  be  allowed  with  those  mining  activi¬ 
ties  which  are  physically  compatible  with  community 
expansion.  Multimineral  leasing  would  not  be  al¬ 
lowed  if  it  detracts  from  the  value  of  the  land  for 
community  expansion. 

Oil  Shale  -  Underground  --  Those  oil  shale  un¬ 
derground  mining  activities  which  are  physically 
compatible  with  community  expansion  would  be  al¬ 
lowed.  Oil  shale  leasing  for  underground  mining 
would  not  be  allowed  if  it  detracts  from  the  values 
of  the  land  for  community  expansion. 

Coal  -  Underground  --  Those  coal  underground 
mining  activities  which  are  physically  compatible 
with  community  expansion  would  be  allowed.  Coal 
leasing  for  underground  mining  would  not  be  al¬ 
lowed  if  it  detracted  from  the  values  of  the  land  for 
community  expansion. 

Oil  and  Gas  --  Leasing  and  development  of  oil 
and  gas  resources  would  be  allowed  if  it  did  not 
conflict  with  community  development.  However,  the 
prior  authorized  rights  of  existing  oil  and  gas  leases 
would  be  recognized  in  Recreation  and  Public  Pur¬ 
poses  actions  and  land  title  transfers  by  sale  for 
community  expansion. 

Sand  and  Gravel  --  Mineral  material  sales  that 
were  needed  for  community  expansion  would  be  al- 
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lowed.  Sand  and  gravel  mine  sites  that  are  aban¬ 
doned  and  reclaimed  would  be  available  for  com¬ 
munity  expansion. 

Excluded  Uses 

The  following  uses  would  not  be  allowed  on  lands 
used  for  community  development  and  expansion: 

Wildlife  --  Wildlife  use  would  be  permitted  until 
time  of  land  disposal.  Intensive  management  prac¬ 
tices  or  projects  not  compatible  with  community  ex¬ 
pansion  would  be  prohibited. 

Rare  and  Sensitive  Plants  --  Resource  values 
would  be  protected  prior  to  land  disposal. 

Livestock  Grazing  --  Livestock  grazing  would  be 
allowed  until  time  of  land  disposal.  Intensive  man¬ 
agement  practices  and  range  management  projects 
would  not  be  allowed. 


Paleontological  Resources  --  Paleontological 
resources  could  not  be  managed  within  community 
expansion  lands  that  are  acquired  by  land  title 
transfer  (sales). 

Forestry  --  Intensive  management  practices 
would  not  be  allowed.  However,  the  harvest  of 
timber  products  would  be  allowed  until  lands  were 
used  for  disposal. 

Major  Linear  Rights-of-Way  --  Large  scale, 
highly  visible  projects  would  be  rerouted  away  from 
Federal  lands  adjacent  to  existing  communities  and 
potential  community  expansion  lands. 

Oil  Shale  -  Open  Pit  --  Leasing  of  oil  shale  re¬ 
sources  for  open  pit  mining  would  not  be  allowed. 

Coal  -  Surface  --  Leasing  of  coal  resources  for 
surface  mining  would  not  be  allowed. 
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
